He adver- 
ised two performances for the even- 
rjg, and the first went oft" aJl right, 
but in the second something about 
the mechanism of the machine went 
wrong and Wilson's brains were dash- 
d out before the eyes of the terrified 
spectators. 


Wilson's machine was

ifter the order of the famous loop the 
oops which have been used for sev- 
eral years. He had a long incline 
xrected d-owu which he rode on a bi- 
ycle constructed for the purpose. At 
the bottom of the incline the bicycle 
ivas caught in a swinging framework 
ind he was whirled about in a circle, 


the time of the accident. Wilson 


lad made the circle and the swing, 
nth its human freight, had again as- 
jended to the highest point in the cir- 
•le and started on its pendulum like 
tving backwards. 
A safety 
strap 


vhich held Wilson in the 
saddle 


broke and the unfortunate man fell 
out of the seat. His 
limbs were 


trapped to the machine and instead 
of falling to the floor, he was das&ed 
againsr one of the supporting posts. 
His life blood and brains were spat- 
ered all over the stage and many 
spectators and attaches of the theater 
'aimed at the horrible sight.
